Slander Case Comes Up but is Dropped Be- 
cause of Mrs. Donley’s Proposed Trip and 
the Crowd Turns on the Wells- 
ton Park Ex-Preacher. 
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Rev. A. L. Pritchett, former pastor of the Wellston Park M. 
E. Church, was literally run out of Clayton Thursday by a pursu- 
ing throng of men, women and children, led by Mrs. Matilda Ride- 
nour, carrying a horsewhip, and by Arthur Webb, whose threat to 
whip Pritchett on-the Courthouse lawn started the minister's 


flight.

of Clayton, where he halted, exhausted. 


Deputy sheriffs, who had taken part in 
the casé, surrounded him, prevented 
Mrs. Ridenour and other women from 
chastising him, and formed a _ body- 
guard, in whose care he returned to 
Clayton.

_After Pritchett had been placed aboard 
eS ear for St. Louis, Mrs. Ridenour de- 
elared that she would endeavor to prose- 
cute him.in St. Louis on the charge of 
slander. The case at Clayton.in which 
she was complainant was dismissed for 
lack of jurisdiction. 
~The chase followed the virtual dis- 
missal of the last of the three criminal 
slander charges brought against Pritch- 
ett on complaint of women members of 
his congregation.

Woman Draws Whip. 


Mrs. Ridenonr, who had drawn a: 
horsewhip out of her dreas as Webb 
faced Pritchett, took after the minis- 
ter, shaking the whip at him. Mrs. 
Goodman and Mrs. Bucholtz ran beside 
her. Webb took up the chase. Mrs. 
Donley ran a few steps, then halted 
at her husband’s command. 

Women, young and middle aged, who 
had shown their sympathy with the 
complainants in the courtroom, took up 
the chase. Men. and boys joined and 
a trio of Deputy Sheriffs ran along, not 
trying to catch Pritchett, hut intenad- 
ing to be on hand when he was caught 
tu prevent violence. 

A look backward had shown Pritchett 
that he could not stop at the hotel 
and he cut across a corner of the court- 
house lawn and started west. His 
course lay toward the Log Cabin Club 
and he soon left the road and took 
to the fields. 

Though the sun was at its hottest 
few of the women abandoned the chase. 
Some of the men did. Phitchett had a 
good lead for a time and counted on 
this to enable him to hide in the bushes. 
He was readily found. 

Saved by Deputies. 

There were cries of angry disappoint- 
ment from the breathless wonren as the 
deputies surrounded the object of the 
chase and waved the attacking party 
back. 

All Clayton was out to see the re- 
turn from the chase. Women and chil- 
dren crowded around as the jaded 
Pritchett walked wearily beside his pro- 
tectors, looking anything but the ‘‘darl- 
ing boy’’ which he was called in Mrs. 
Ridenour’s letters to him. 


Gets Out of Town. 


When he was led from the Sheriff's 
office and placed on a car for the city 
m threatening crowd surrounded the car 
step, but the deputies and the conduc- 
tor again baffled the preacher's ene- 
mies. 

Mrs. Ridenour and her women friends 
were not in the crowd at the car step. 
They had gone into the Courthouse, and 
by a strategy of Sheriff Herpel, had 
been locked in the County Courtroom 
long enough to enable Pritchett to get 
away. 

The women then told bystanders of 
the plan they had formed to punish 
Pritchett if, as they put it, “the lew 
failed.” Mrs. Ridenour exhibited the 
whip, to which a number of long strips 
of leather had been firmly attached, 
making it like a cat-of-nine-talls. 

“We would have caught him before 
the deputy sheriffs got to us,’ sald one 


of the women, “if he hadn't gone over a 


wire fence and made us lose time climb- 
ing over after him. 

Mrs. Bucholtz carried an umbrella in 
the chase. She lives at 6447 Hamburger 
avenue, and is especially bitter against 
Pritchett. Mrs. Goodman lives at Ham- 
burger and Oak avenues. 

The warrants against Pritchett. mak- 
ing the charge of criminal slander of 
women, were issued at Clayton last 
April, shortly after the St. Louis con- 
ference of the M. KE. Church had 
dropped Pritchett's name from its list

VISCOUNT HAYASHI. 














This cablegram was scnt by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, proprietor of 
the New York World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch, on Sunday to V15- 
count Hayashi, Minister of Foreign Affairs of Japan: 

BAR HARBOR, Me., July 14, 1907. 


Viscount Hayashi, 
Minister of Foreign Affair 
Tokio, Japan. 

In the interest of peace, humanity and good will between two 
great friendly nations, I venture to request that you submit to His 
Majesty, the Mikado, the following facts: 

In urging a warlike demonstration of the fleet of the United 
States in the Pacific Ocean, a New York newspaper declares that it 
voices the sentiment of the entire American people. 

This declaration is absolutely false. 

Ignorance in one nation of the sentiments and motives of an- 
other nation and gross misrepresentation playing upon that igno- 
rance foster and develop national excitement, and this is often the 


cause of war. 

Neither the newspaper that made this declaration nor the few 
that join with it in this clamor express the opinion of the American 
people. On the contrary, this nation desires peace, and is over- 
whelmingly hostile to any policy likely to imperil peace, and the 
universal opinion as reflected in the intelligent and leading press 
of the country is opposed to any demonstration that may wantonly 
disturb or menace the friendly relations now existing between 
Japan and the United States. 

Out of over twenty-two hundred daily newspapers in the 
United States, scarcely a dozen favor this demonstration; out of 
more than twenty daily papers in New York City only two favor 
it. Even these profess to do so in the interest of peace, knowing 
that the overwhelming opinion of the nation is against war or any- 
thing that looks lke war. 

Twelve years ago there was (concerning Venezuela) an in- 
finitely greater popular passion between England and the United 
States, and war seemed imminent. At that time I made an appeal 
for words of peace to the sovereign authority of Great Britain, and 
the present King of England responded in words addressed to the 
undersigned which had the greatest and most immediate effect of 
soothing popular sensibilities, calming the passion of the hour and 
assuring the maintenance of peace. 

One word from His Majesty himself, correcting the erroneous 
impressions of his own people, expressing the friendly feelings of 
his nation and appreciating the friendly sentiment of this country, 
would immensely aid those’ who are ardently engaged in fighting 
ignorance, prejudice and popular passion for the sake of peace.

Father, a Frenchman, Youth 
Was Kept From Parent De- 
spite Her Efforts. 





Karl Stuckman of Normandie, a sub- 
urb of St. Louis, has unsealed the mys- 
tery that has seemed to envelop the 
antecedents of Mrs. Nannie Long, who 
died of heart disease at the Monticello 
Hotel on July 5, without leaving any 
trace of her past history. 

Mr. Stuckman, who was one of the 
closest friends of Mrs. Long told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Thursday, that 
Mrs.

her first marriage to 


Long was a mother whose heart 


ward, born of 
Capt. J. H. Bernard of the Franch ermy, 


had been taken from her by a decree 
of the French courts. 

“Four years before her death Mrs. 
Long had been seeking for some clew 
to the whereabouts of her son,” said 
Mr. Stuckman. “‘Recently she heard that 
he was in Florida with a guardian, only 
to be disappointed by another report 
that they had been in California. Wood- 
ward had been weaned from her by 
the family of Capt. Bernard. 

“It was this sorrow of her life which 
caused her uncommunicativeness, and 
which gave rise to the fact that she left 
nothing leading to her connections. 


Boy Is Now 18. 


“Woodward Bernard is now about 48 
years of age. Everything to keep the 
mother from communicating with the 
boy had been done by the rewmtives of 
Capt. Bernard who did, not like Mrs. 
Long. They knew of her shrewdness 
and ability, far beyond that of the av- 
erage man in matters of law and com- 
mercial’ affairs. 

“It is true that Mrs. Long was inter- 
ested in a mercantile concern in Colum- 
bus, O. She was a stockholder, and had, 
I believe, probably $8000 invested in that 
plant. I do not know the title of the 
plant, Mrs. Long being so reserved that 
we never felt like pressing her about her 
personal affairs. 

“T know that she did go to Columbus 
every year to attend stockholders’ meet- 
ings. I do not know whether she retains 
her interest there at the time of her 
death.”’ 

“She was married to Dr. Harry Long 
in St. Louis about 189, but her hus- 
band developed consumption shortly aft- 
er the marriage and they parted. He 
went West. They were never divorced. 
It was reported that Dr. Long had died 
somewhere in Colorado. They resided 
for a time in Denver. 

*“B. Cahnweiler, the man who came on 
from Florida to assist in the funeral ar- 
rangements, was a personal friend of 
mine and Mrs. Long. I telegraphed him 
that she had died. 

“It is not true that I was engaged to 
her, although for the past seven or 
eight years during which I have known 
her, I have never made a business move 
that I did not consult her judgment be- 
fore doing so. Her mind was almost 
infallible on such matters. 

Too Weak to Talk. 

“The day that she died she sent for 
me to come te her bedside. I found her 
nearly gone. She did say that she 
wished to tell me something, but her 
strength was too far exhausted to per- 
mit her to carry out her wish. I have 
supposed that it must have been about 
her son. 

“There was a contest over Capt. Ber- 
nard’s wil] after her marriage to wr. 
Long. She was to have enjoyed the es- 
tate so long as she remained a widow. 
The litigation took place in New Or- 
leans, where Capt. Bernard died many 
years ago. As a basis of settlement of 
the estate the French heirs agreed to 
make the widow an allowance of over 
$100 a month during her lifetime.

A thunderstorm, accompanied by a 
high wind, struck St. Louis at 12:35 p. 
m. and continued for 45 minutes. The 
gale was most severe in the southern 
and southwestern portions of the city. 


Chimneys, trees and fences were blown 
down and windows were broken. 

Instruments at the Weather Bureau 
observatory on the Chemical Building 
roof showed a wind velocity of 3 miles 
an hour. Weather Forecaster Bowle de- 
scribed this as a “light gale.”” In the 
southern part of the city the velocity is 
believed to have been much greater. 

Even in the downtown district con- 
siderable damage was done. Occupants 
of the Four Courts building fled when 
the storm appeared and prisoners in 
the jail shrieked with fear. Entering 
through a north window, the gale swept 
through the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion on the second floor of the building 
and dislodged a big wooden sign over 
the door leading to the corridor.

In the West End there was a high 
wind, but no great damage was reported 
In North St. Louis there was little alarin 
caused by the storm which was not se- 
vere there.

DEFENSE BY CORCORA 





Sager Says Conditions of Jury 
Room Were Almost 
Unbearable. 


Jury Commissioner Corcoran told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday that 
the list of veniremen for Judge Sale’s 
court last week, from which the jury 
was‘chosen that acquitted former De- 
tective George G. Williams. for killing 
Lee Killian, also a former detective, 
was selected in the regular way. Mr. 
Corcoran gave it as his opinion that the 
175 jurors selected for the court were 
fully up to the standard of St. Louis 
jurors. 

Turning to the Hst Mr. Corcoran 
pointed to the names of A. D. Brown, 
president of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co.; James G. Butler, capitalist; Wal- 
ter Conklin, .chief clerk of the Muis- 
sourt Pacific Railroad; S. B. Crenshaw, 
principal buyer for the Meyer Bros. 
Drug Co.; E. C. Donk, coal dealer; R. 
VY. Friedman, cloak dealer; John V. 
Hanna, civil engineer; Charles R. Het- 
tel, president of a jewelry company, 
Fred Krey, president of the Krey 
Packing Co.; H. W. Luecke, an Olive 
street grocer; Philip Medart, of the Me- 
dart Patent Pulley Co.; Joshua Roths- 
child, superintendent of Rothschild Bros. 
Hat Co.; A. T. Stickney, the cigar man;

“It sometimes happens that a jury will 
be drawn that appears to be below the 
stindard,” said Judge Sale. “That was 
the casé last week. There were many 
g00d men on the jury MUst. I do 
think, however, that the condition of 
the jury rcom had as much to do with 
the verdict as anything else. The room 
was in unfit condition, and the good 
men on the jury who were holding out 
for conviction finally yielded. _ 

“As a rule good juries are furnished 
by the Coinmissioner, but occasionaily 
it will happen in a city the size of St. 
Louis that a jury will be drawn that 
fails to meet the requirements.”’ 

Circult Attorney Sager said Thursday 
that the jury room was in a very vile 
condition and that it was not fit for 
jurors to stay in during a long delib- 
eration. There was a we2k’s accumu- 
lation of tobacco juice and other filth 
in the room, he said. This rendered 
the condition almost unbearable. He 
said he thought some men on the jury 
would have held out against acquittal 
if they could have endured the room 
any longer. 

Some of the jurors, in talking with re- 
porters for the Post-Dispatch, said the 
State erred in not putting Don Killian 
and Harry Nelson on the witness stand. 


Sager said that Don Killian was not 
used as a witness because his testi- 
mony would have weakened the State’s 
f Sane. Harry Nelson was not used, he 
'said, because he would have testified 
jthat Tom McGrath warned the Kil- 
lians not to come into the saloon the 
| second time, and would have also tes- 
‘tified to hearing Killian’s threats 
egainst Williams. He said Nelson would 
have been a better witness for the de- 
fense, and he thought he was to vwve 
used in Williams’ behalf, as a continu- 
ance was once granted because of Nel- 
son’s absence. 


Cases of Coercion. 


Sager said that the jury had no right 
to speculate as to why he had not used 
certain witnesses, as they had no knowl- 
edge of what their testimony would 
have been. He insisted that the jury 
that acquitted Williams was not up to 
the standard required for proper con- 
sideration of an important case. He said 
that if the case had*been submitted to a 
ury of the intelligence of the one that 
8 sitting in Judge Sale’s court this 
week a different verdict would have been 
rendered. 

Sager, in explanation of his state- 
inent that perjury and coercion had been 
used in other cases as means of de 
fense, cited the Kelleher case and oth- 
ers. elleher shot and killed “St. Louis 
Tommy” Sullivan, was tried* and sen- 
tenced to 2 years in the Penitentiary. 
Recently his case was reversed and re- 
manded, 

Sager said that two of the witnesses 
in this case, Mike Morrissey and Wil- 
liam A. Taylor, are serving two and 
seven years terms respectively for per- 
jiring themselves in Kelleher’s behalf, 
and two other witnesses by: the name 
of Sellinger and Gernatz had fled from 
town.

Sager also cited the case of Tom 
Egan, who was acquitted on a plea of 
self-defense for shooting a man named 
Gagel. ger says that Gagel did not 
even have a pistol at the time he was 
killed, but that testimony was devel- 
oped to prove self-defense. 

Not long ago a negru was acquitted, 
he said, who had shot his wife five 
times through the back. He put up 
the plea that he shot at a burglar and 
hit his wife. Perjured testimony was 
used to build up a defense. He sald 
that in many feud cases it was impos- 
sible to find witnesses who would tes- 
tify to the facts, and pointed out the 
kil ing of Louis Fingeriin and Rex Mc- 
Donald, neither of whom, on his dying 
bed, would tell who shot him. 

He also referred to the case of 
James Roberts, the nemesis of James 
L. Blair, who shot a dancing master 
and was not even indicted, and the 
killing of “Bad Bill’ Condon _ by 
George Williams.

“feeling herself;’’ but the result was 
disappointing. 

“I don’t feel no different,” 
tested; and that closed the afternoon 
exhibition. 

The reporter was ahead of time in the 
evening, and engaged in talk with one 
of the sect’s newer followers, a moth- 
erly old we man. She explained that 
the darkened, closet-like- room at the 
rear was a retreat for the apostles, who 
retired to ‘‘wrastle with seekers.’’ Also 
she explained that she did not quite un- 
derstand the meaning of the “gift of 
tongues” part of the ceremonies. 

Talked and Talked. 

“I ain’t a ‘tonguer’ myself,’’ she said. 
“I’m a Free Methodist. I ain’t seekin’ 
the gift. I'd feel right afflicted if the 
Lord was to put it on me. But they 
certainly have got the power here— 
Brother Atherton and Brother Pope. 
You ought to heard the colored gentle- 
man run on yesterday! He just talked, 
and talked! I can’t make it out; but 
he certainly has got the power.’’ 

The evening meeting was long, full of 
the zeal of those followers who bore tes- 
timony to their spiritual well-being, aft- 
er the manner of an old-fashioned camp- 
meeting, with hand-clapping, shouting 
and leaping into the air. .Atherton told 
at length of an experience in Iowa, 
when he labored to cure a girl afflicted 
with a “‘dumb devil.” 

“A dumb devil is the hardest there is 
to cast out,’’ he said. “But after four 
days I done it. I don’t need to tell her 
name, or where it was; but the people 
was all worked up over it. They was 
going to run me out of town for hypno- 
tizin’ her. The town marshal came after 
me with a gun in each pocket: but the 
Lord put a ring of power around me, 
and the marshal couldn’t get no closer 
to me than twenty feet—no, sir! Glory 
to God!” 

He told many other tales of similar 
cures, but gave no names or addresses.

THE BUSINESS BASIS. 

When St. Louis collects nearly $1,000,000 in li- 
cense fees anu taxes on the movement of its com- 
merce for a single year, the license rate of $1 
on the $1000 of sales and of 92 cents on the $100 
of stock is so low that St. Louis business men use 
the totals on which they pay these taxes, not for 
illustrating a grievance, but rather for showing 
the phenomenal development of the city’s trade. 
The sales of only five dry goods houses aggregate 
$52,000,000, and with returns from 200 business 
firms not yet included, the total on which city 
revenues are collected still shows the same im- 
pulse of development which appears when the 
bank clearings for the first six months of 1907 ex- 
ceed the totals for the entire year 1897. 

We are_not checking business by taxation. But 
why tax it at all? 

When we have a rational and business-like 
system of raising municipal revenues, St. Louis 
commerce will develop without any restriction 
whatever, imposed by the municipality. 

As a municipal corporation, managed on busi- 
ness principles, the city ought to be self-support- 
ing and revenue-producing through its own non- 
political corporate activities. 

If this principle has not been defined in prac- 

tice, it is still plain as a business principle, and 
ft is as practical as it is simple. The franchise 
and privileges the city grants to its beneficiaries- 
as a corporation, when it administers them prop- 
erly, will support it out of its own fair share of 
the returns on its growth, without reducing the 
legitimate profits of its franchise holders. 
On a business basis, as a business corporation, 
the municipality of St. Louis is as capable of be- 
coming self-supporting and revenue-producing as 
It can 
make St. Louis trade absolutely free, as it ought 
to be, from all local imposts and tariffs, under 
whatever name they are levied. And sooner or 
later, it will be done. It is business.

Viscount Hayashi’s message to Joseph Pulitzer, 
editor and proprietor of the New York World and 
the Post-Dispatch, is the message of Japan—of the 
Emperor, the Government and the public. The 
Minister of Foreign Affairs gives to the American 
people, through the New York World and the Post- 
Dispatch, the message of peace and confidence, 
which it is impossible consistently with the usage 
of his country for the Emperor himself to send. 
And a most worthy message it is, which reflects 
the highest credit upon Japanese statesmanship, 
honor and good common sense. 

Viscount Hayashi makes it plain that the whole 
Japanese nation has “‘unshaken confidence” in the

While the admission is made that the ships 
MAY GO TO THE PACIFIC, the Post-Dispatch be- 
lieves they will not go.

MAKING THE TRACKS SAFE. 
Spurred by the charges and actual investigating 
work of the trainmen and by the publicity given 
to the facts through the Post-Dispatch, the State 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission is rendering 
good public service in their efforts to have the 
tracks of the Missouri railroads put in good con- 
dition. 

The specific statements concerning the condit'on 
of the tracks of the Missouri Pacific and the Co o- 
rado lines based upon personal investigation, ren- 
dered evasion impossible. Reducing the speed of 
trains until the tracks are put in good condition, 
coupled with the publicity given to the facts, will 
probably be effective. 

But the Commission ought to have the power 
to compel the railroads to put the tracks in good 
condition at the earliest possible time.

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THIS IS THE BUSY SEASON FOR THE FISHERMEN—AND WOMEN 
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The fishing season is now on in full 
swing along the streams and rivers of 
Missouri. Many St. Louisan; are now 
in the Ozarks country, trying with rod 
and reel to capture the fighting bass 
and wary jack salmon, 


Recent accounts of returned anglers 
eay that the rivers in that section of 
the State are now in perfect condition 
for fishermen, and as a result there 
is activity along the Piney, Black, 
White, Gasconade, Red, St. Francis 
and Upper Meramec Rivers. 

The party headed by Mr. and Mrs. 
W. W. Ellis, which left St. Louis two 
weeks ago, has just returned after an 
eventful outing. It was composed of 
William Parker and wife, D. Ellis and 
wife, G. Whittaker, wife, daughter and 
nephew, and T. 8. Warnack and. Miss 
Ellis. 


Camp was made on the banks of the 
Black River at Leo Fusch’s farm in the 
shadow of the Ozarks, and about eight 
miles from Piedmont. The camp was 
one of the most thoroughly equipped 
that ever left St. Louis, and this added 
much to the enjoyment of the trip. 

Small-mouth bass and jack salmon 
were the only species of fish caught, 
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and the principal baits used were spin- 
ner hooks and flies. 

At the place in which the camp was 
located the Black is a rapid river, fed 
by mountain streams, and affords the 
highest sport to* the scientific angler. 


The gentlemen of the party are cone 


templating a returm trip to make a 
float of 50 miles on the river, and ex- 
pect to make one of the greatest catch- 
es of small-mouthbass in the history of 
piscatorial sport in Missouri. 


The float will be from Cave Spring to 
Clearwater, and the entire way is a 
panorama of the most beautiful sewn- 
ery.

State, there is no better fishing ground 
in the country than the section con- 
tiguous to Piedmont.

But the fact is that for the last five 
years the cutting of railroad ties on the 
Black has been abandoned, and cons-- 
quently the river is now teeming with 
fish, and awaiting the Izaak Waltons 
who will forego a little hardship to yet 
to the place.

The largést fish caught by the Willis 
party was a four-pound bass hooked by 
Mr. Warnack, and W. W. Ellis landed 
several Jack salmon that weighed over 
five pounds each. Several hundred were 
caught altogether, but owing to the 
warm weather it was impossible to keep 
them.

SOUTH ST. LOUIS HAS AN 
EPIDEMIC OF MISSING ONES 








Just now there is an epidemic of mis- 
sing persons, especially in South St. 
Louis. Six persons in a radius of a 
dozen blocks in Carondelet, who have 
disappeared since Monday, are being 
sought by the police at the request of 
anxious relatives. 

The most alarming case at present 
developments is that of Oscar Lang, 60 
years old, of 4755 Minnesota avenue, 
whose wife believes he has taken his 
life either by drowning or shooting him- 
self. 

He left home Monday morning, ac- 
cording to his wife, dejected because his 
wages in a tobacco factory had been 
reduced. After he had walked several 
blocks from the house, she says, he 
returned and said that he was not go- 
ing to work, and that she would never 
see him again. 

‘This should hive forewarned me,” 
said Mrs. Lang to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “but my husband always made 
that threat whenever he was out of 
sorts. Heretofore he has returned a 
few hours later, restored to his usual 
cheerfulness. 

Notifies the Police. 

“I became alarmed when he did not 
come home at the usual time Monday 
night and Tuesday I notified the po- 
lice. Wednesday my husband's coat, 
hat and cane were found on the river 
bank near the barracks. The fact that 
his revolver is missing from its place 
makes me fear that he has killed him- 
self. I shall have to work now to sup- 
port myself, though I am over 50 years 
old.’’

His answer was a surly grunt. When 
she repeated the hint after an hour, 
Henry left the house without answer- 
ing. Tuesday morning she returned to 
the attack, and so angered Henry that 
he refused to go to work. Jacob also 
remained at home, and the brothers 
often consulted secretly.

He rushed through the 
house and jumped out of a second- 
story window. He was joined below by 
Jacob and the two made off. hey 
have not returned, but Mrs. Pfeiffer 
says she has heard that they were seen 
in the neighborhood of Eighth and 
Chestnut street.

Federal Uniform Accounting Law 
Requires Detailed Report of Cost 
of “Getting” Business.

A big shakeup among traffic depart- 


ment officials of all of the railroads run- 


ning into St. Louis is looked for as a 
result of the new Federal ‘“‘Uniform Ac- 
counting”’ law, which went into effect 
July 1. 

A broad smile and a long expense ac- 
count will no longer be valuable assets 
for officials relied upon to “get busi- 
ness’ by exercising the charm of their 
personalitly, their convivial] capacity and 
inclination to decrease the visible supply 
of liquors: 

There will be a great many “assist- 
ants’’ whose assistance will no longer 
be desired by the companies which em- 
ploy them. 


Guard Against Extravagance. 

Under the new law the cost of ‘‘vet- 
ting business’”’ cannot, as heretofore, be 
included in the operating expenses. It 
must be kept as a separate account, 
subject at all times to review by the 
Interstate Commerce Comunission. 

The aim of the law is to protect the 
stockholders of railroad con.panies in 
much the same way that the New York 
Jaw protects the stockholders of insur- 
ance companies from extravagance in 
management. 

Sporty assistant passenger agents, 
whose business is to reach the pocket- 
peoks of prospective travelers through 
their stomachs, will no lorger be an 
ornament to the railroad business. 
Agents who round up chorus girls at 
wine suppers to swing the traffic of 
the tour their way will be asked to 
subside. 

Days of the “Jolly” Ended. 

Livestock agents, dairy agents, trav- 
eling freight agents and immigration 
agents whose basis of promotion is a 
large and expensive ‘jolly’. will no 
longer be abroad in the land. 

It is stated that men are now at 
work in all of the big railroad offices 
in St. Louis going over the payrolls and 
finding names which may be dropped 
without impairing the legitimate ser- 
vice.
